OTTAWA, Canada, July 20—The Assembly of the World 
Organization of Teachers in its fourth delegate session resem- 
bled a small United Nations Thursday. 


Twenty-six nations, represent- 
ing 2,000,000 teachers, took up 
the question of uniting the teach- 
ers of the world for peace and 
understanding. In order to bring 
all the teachers in, it was de- 
cided that the name and even the 
nature of the WOTP must be

President Russell, of the newly 
forming Confederacy, gave a his- 
tory of the struggle to unite 
the teachers; speaking sometimes 
English and sometimes in French.

To Save a Fortune

came up again when a traveler from the Argentine ran into an 


old-timer remembered as Luis Angel Firpo, the Wild Bull of the | 


Pampas. 

“Firpo was smart financially when he was up here meet- 
ing Bill Brennan, Jack Dempsey and others.” he said. “He 
saved mest of his money. I recall in the training peried for 
the Firpo-Dempsey fight that Dempsey spent $2,000 a week 
for sparring partners and Firpo' spent about $406. Firpo 
saved almost every quarter he picked u®. 
“T still recall the admiration he drew from Bill McGeehan for 

his careful qualities. The Argentine fighter had the ring hangers- 
on wild. They never picked a dime trom him. As a result Firpo 
today has a big farm of many theusands of acres outside Buenos 
Aires stocked with cattle, He is a wealthy man. He has a healthy 
bank account on the side. He weighs only 240 today against the 
223 he weighed against Dempsey. He has taken good care of him- 
self these last 25 years.” 

The fighters around Firpo's time were a careful lot. Dempsey 
fought for more than $10,000,000 during his ring career. He drew 
much bigger gates. than Joe Louis or-anyone else has ever drawn 
except Gene Tunney—who fought Dempsey twice.

You eh pin him down long in one spot, although today he is 55 
years old.

Tunney certainly has no financial worries and never will have. 
He is a canny, careful adneinistrator of his affairs. He is also a 
smart investor. 

Among the modern group of fighters both Ray Robinson and 
Jake LaMotta won't need any benefits. Both have done extremely 
well financially and haven’t thrown too much coin away. Rocky 
Graziano has something left out of various“ights that always drew 
well. Just how much no one knows, including Rocky. 

The mystery man is Joe Louis. Joe has made well over 

a million or two for his own cut. But taxes have cut in 

heavily and Louis has been a terrific spender. He is now in 

a $58,000 tax argument with the government, the sort of 

argument no one ever wins—except the government. An- 

othe? big fight wouldn’t help Joe too much since he would 
only collect around 15 or 20 percent of his cut—with all 
taxes paid. 

There seems to be little chance now that Joe will ever finish 
in the same financial bracket with Dempsey and Tunney, who had 
their chances to beat the overwhelming tax rap. Tunney and 
Dempsey collected over 90 percent of their big purses. Louis took 
down less than 20 percent.

New President 


Of the University 


The Regents’ selection of Dr. O. C. 
Aderhold as President of the University 
of Georgia System will, we believe, be 
greeted with satisfaction. 

Dr. Aderhold is a native Georgian, 
well acquainted with educational prob- 
lems, both at the common school and uni- 
versity level, of the State. He is con- 
sidered the father of the Minimum Foun- 
dation Program for education and has 
done yeoman’s service in persuading the 
public and the General Assembly to ac- 
cept this plan. | 

Dr. Aderhold replaces Dr. Jonathon 
Rogers, who retires Sept. 7. Dr. Rogers 
deserves the thanks of all the people for 
a creditable job under difficult, almost 
impossible, circumstances. Regretfully, 
he left the presidency of North Georgia 
College two years ago to head the Uni- 
versity System with the undersfanding he 
would serve only until Regents could de- 
cide upon a successor. Dr. Rogers then 
was nearing retirement age. 

Regents also elected Dr. C. C. Murray, 
director of the Experiment Station at 
Griffin, as dean of the College of Agricul- 
ture to replace Dr. Harry Brown, who 
will retire Sept. 15. The effect is to con- 
tinue the integration of research and edu- 
cation in agriculture under the College 
of Agriculture. That is the way other 
states handle it, and it seems to us to be 
the more logical plan. 

’ Dr. Aderhold is a native of Lavonia. 
He attended the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College at Clarkesville, later re- 
ceiving his A.B. and M.A. degrees from 
the University. He obtained his doctorate 
at Ohio State University. He was prin- 
cipal of Jefferson High School for three 
years before going to the University in 
1929 as an associate professor. In 1944 as 
director of the educational panel of the 
Agricultural and Industrial Development 
Board he conducted a survey which re- 
sulted in the Minimum Foundation Pro- 
gram. The high respect in which he is 
held by public school forces in the State 
was evidenced by his election to head the 
Georgia Education Association in 1949.

In the current issue of Tide, a maga- 
zine of advertising, appears an article 
pointing to the South as a market to be 
cultivated. An accompanying editorial 
said advertisers and their agencies have 
not focused as*much attention upon the 
region as it deserves, declaring “every sta- 
tistic you can find articulately argues that 
the upward postwar trend of the South 
will continue and probably accelerate... 

“Whether you go into the tidewater 
section of Virginia, the Piedmont belt of 
the Carolinas, the industrial center of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee or farther South into 
Georgia, Florida, Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana you discover a higher standard of liv- 
ing and an economic soundness that just 
didn’t exist before the war. The manifes- 
tations of poverty, so prevalent in the pre- 
war South, are still there but they no long- 
er dominate the scene. The South’s fi- 
nancial stability today is fast equalling 
that of any Northern state.” . 

The magazine’s viewpoint reflects the 
changing attitude about the South. In 
former days we were regarded as little 
more than a colonial possession whose 
chief function was to supply raw materi- 
als for New England manufacturers. But 
more industry, livestock, better farm prices 
have transformed the South’s economy. 

Figures released by the Department of 
Commerce the other day showed the 
Southeast leads the nation in sales in- 
crease during the past 20 years. The re- 
gion now is one of the nation’s best mar- 
kets for goods.

Senate Group 
Answers McCarthy 


WASHINGTON—After four months of study 

a Senate investigating committee has given its 

answer to the lurid charges by Senator Joe Mc- 

Carthy, of Wisconsin, about Communist infiltration of the State 
Department. 

To its credit, the majority report of the committee brushed aside 
senatorial amenities in dealing with McCarthy. Seldom, if ever, 
in the history of the Senate has a member of that body been de- 
nounced in such scathing language by one of its own committees. 
‘Fraud’ The charges were found to be what most impartial 

observers considered them from the beginning—utter- 
ly irresponsible. The investigating committee, headed by Senator 
Millard Tydings, Democrat, of Maryland, denounced them as “a 
fraud and a hoax perpetrated on the Senate of the United States 
and the American people.” It went on to say that “they represent 
perhaps the most nefarious campaign of half-truths and untruth 
in the history of this Republic.” 


Senator McCarthy was accused bluntly in the report of using 
the totalitarian technique of the “big lie” in pressing his charges. 
That is precisely what he has done from the start. The committee 
never called him a liar, but used practically every other synonym 
in the book with respect to every major charge he made. His ac- 
cusations were described as “fraught with falsehood from. begin- 
ning to end,” to which the committee added that their “reprehensi- 

| ble and contemptible character defies adequate condemnation.” 


It was shown conclusively enough by the report that his famous 
“81 cases” of alleged Communists in the State Department was 
grounded on antiquity and not based on new evidence which he 
claimed at the time. The cases were taken from a list nearly three 
years old which had long since been investigated to the satisfaction 
of four Congressional committees during the Republican-controlled 
80th Congress, the FBI, the State Department loyalty board and 
the President’s Loyalty Review Board. This is a sample of the 
fraud and hoax McCarthy perpetrated. 


But if the committee report was severe 
Not Far Enough in its denunciation of the Wisconsin Sen- 


ator, it yet did not go far enough, it seems. A man guilty of the 
conduct of which he is accused should be brought to higher judg- 
ment. As a matter of fact, consideration was given by the investi- 
gating committee to proposals for bringing in findings accusing 
McCarthy of having perjured himself in testimony before the com- 
mittee. It was urged that a recommendation of censure be filed and 
that he be brought to trial before the Senate for conduct unbecom- 
ing a United States Senator. 


These proposals were abandoned, members of the Committee 
have revealed, through the restraint of Democratic members and 
the recommendation of the committee counsel, Edward P. Morgan. 
Democrats were probably afraid of making a martyr of McCarthy, 
if efforts were made to have him ousted. 

Martyr or not, any man guilty of the conduct charged to Mc- 
Carthy should be kicked out of the Senate. He is not a fit subject 
to sit in the Senate of the United States. Perhaps the only thing 
that saves him is the club atmosphere of the Senate. Senators 
usually are more forbearing of each other. If the same charges 
had been made by a high Government official not associated with 
Congress he would have been dealt with summarily and impeached 
forthwith. McCarthy is deserving of no better treatment. 


The one disappointing note to the majority 
Lodge Dodges report was the failure of Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge, of Massachusetts, one of the two Republican members 
of the investigating committee, to go along with the findings. In a 
separate report, he admitted McCarthy had failed to prove any of his 
charges, but divorced himself from the majority by declaring the 
committee’s inquiry was “superficial and inconclusive.” Lodge 
usually performs better than that. 

As for Senator Hickenlooper, of Iowa, the second minority 
member, his action in declining to join the majority is understand- 
able after all the wild charges he made last year about conditions 
in the Atomic Energy Commission—charges which were repudiated 
after a similar inquiry. 

In a way the committee’s report comes as something of an anti- 
climax in view of the Korean crisis. McCarthy’s charges about 
Communist influence dominating the State Department is made 
to look like so much eyewash after the straightforward way the 
Department has met the Communist issue in Korea. Even without 
an investigation, developments in the Far Eastern situation would 
have made him look sick.

Detense of Johnston 


The Editors: Calvin Cox’s article treating the 
subject of arithmetical errors in recording the 
effective strength of the Army of Tennessee was 
quite interesting. If he had confined his state- 
ments wholly to the business of size and “cast- 
iron errors,” if is probable that this letter would 
not have been written. However, his decision to 
quote General Hood’s criticism of General 
Johnston's losses without, at the same time, in- 
cluding a like review on General Hood’s depre- 
dations on that noble command, compels me to 
rally to “Old Joe’s” defense forthwith. 


Even a casual inspection of the record of 
General Hood’s career as commander of the 
Army of Tennessee will show that the July 17 
telegram from President Davis was, in a sense, 
a death warrant for thousands who might other- 
wise have lived to tell of an intelligent military 
effort, perhaps a victorious one. 

The transfer of command undoubtedly broke 
the back of a defensive-offensive plan which 
General Johnston had directed and installed at 
Atlanta. The events which subsequently trans- 
pired, up to Sept. 1, 1864, are noteworthy only 
because they. tell the story of an inordinately 
brave soldiery, and of a military commander 
whose monumental stupidity in that capacity 
was only exceeded by his consummate rashness. 

Completely ignoring the obvious and awful 
lesson of “Hood’s Atlanta Debacle,” Davis 
countenanced his continued command and per- 
mitted him to carry the tattered remnant of 
the Army of Tennessee to their death in the 
slaughter pen at Franklin, Tenn., on Nov. 30, 
1864, and in a final compounding of the felony 
on the ice-covered slopes near Nashville two 
weeks later: 

It cannot be denied that General Hood was 
devoted to his work; excelled in bravery and 
courage by no one at that time (most men minus 
one leg and pne arm would have been in re- 
tirement), but it must be concluded that his 
tendency to unrestrained combativeness, dash, 
clouded his intelligent use of these traits and, 
therefore, made him particularly wumsuited to 
the command of an Army whose circumstances 
of operation were such as to require a guileful 
and studied strategy if it was to have any 
measure of success. 

General Hood, while in command of the 
Army of Tennessee, administered a brown

“In addition to the direct military effort we 
and other mémbers of the United Nations are 
making in Korea, the outbreak of aggression 
requires us to consider its implications for peace 
throughout the world. The attack upon the 
Republic of Korea makes it plain, beyond all 
doubt, that the international Communist move- 
meént is prepared to use armed invasion to con- 
quer independent nations. We must therefore 
recognize the possibility that armed aggression 
may take place in other areas.” 


The United Nations was organized te 
keep “peace throughout the world” and in 
keeping with that purpose it acted in Koreas. 
The inference may be drawn that it would 
act similarly elsewhere to keep “peace 
throughout the world.” 


This is buttressed by the President’s very 
careful exposition of United Nations procedure 
in the Korean case, the basis for it, and for 
co-operation and participation as a UN member, 
which he presented previously to his broad diag- 
nosis of Russian objectives and our policy in re- 
spect to it.

The only deduction from that is that the 
UN similarly must—and presumably will—meet 
any similar challenge. Otherwise it could not 
survive. 

President Truman dismissed as “flatly dis- 
proved by the facts” Russia’s contention that the 
UN Korean action was illegal. The Soviet atti- 
tude toward aggression in Korea, he said fur- 
ther, “is in direet contradiction to its often ex- 
pressed intention to work with other nations to 
achi¢éve peace in the world,” a summation that 
will serve, likewise, as a refutation of Russia’s 
present “peace offensive” currently promoted by 
petition through Communist channels in this 
country as elsewhere. 


This is the case, prepared by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and ready if Rus- 
sia moves again as in Korea. It constitutes 
as solemn a warning as is possible from a 
President of the United States. 


It is reinforced by our preparations that in- 
clude not only a very considerable increase in our 
military forces, and equipment, and our produc- 
tive potential but, also more armed aid for the 
other free nations which are our Allies in this 
world-wide contest. 

It represents a grand effort, entailing sub- 
stantial sacrifices by our people, to preserve the 
peace of the world.

A System of Trial by Propaganda 


NEW YORK—I wish I could interpret the remarks of Justice Robert H. Jack- 

son at Stanford University as a plea for an even break for loyal Americans in our 

Federal courts, but the loyal citizen seems not to have been foremost or even for- 

ward in his thoughts. Justice Jackson did deplore the mechanized clamor at trials 

of accused Communists themselves and their criminal accomplices, so many of 

j whom, be it observed, are now trying to decontaminate themselves by bawling 

boldly at Stalin on the air and in the movies and the press. A yellow, contemptible litter of curs 

at best, whose greedy. venality did not stop short of essential treason, these Quislings, with fear 

in their miserable bellies, are now imvosing on the patience of their betters to explain that they. only 
tried to interpret the enemy so that we would be on guard. 


Justice Jackson doubtless referred to the long 
trial of the 11 Communists in New York which 
taxed the patience, wisdom and physical endur- 
ance of Judge Howard R. Medina. He called 
such demonstrations “trial by publicity” and said 
that, what with pickets milling and snarling on 
the court house steps and radio, television, news- 
reels and the press al) raising psychological com- 
motion, it was no longer possible to exclude from 
the view of jurors matter which counsel would 
not be allowed to offer in court. 


He took our press fairly to task for its 
obvious guilt in this evil situation, but had 
the fairness to admit the guilt of his own 
profession when he sald “disorderly, ob- 
structive, contemptuous or defiant demon- 
strations within the courtroom can only be 
charged to lawyers.” 


Not only the trial of the 11 in New York but 
the Bridges case in San Francisco spring to mind 
as examples of turmoil in the courts. With great 
respect for Judge Medina I still insist he con- 
tributed to the debasement of his own court by 
letting the heckling lawyers get away with their 
commotion. 

If George Spelvin, American, walks into a 
police court with his hat on he commits an act 
of contempt. He may be excused with a warn- 
ing and a scolding if he claims that he didn't 
realize that his hat was on his head. But if he 
says, “Yes, I intended to wear my hat as a show 
of disrespect for this court,” he goes to jail as 
he should. But in both the actual cases which I 
have mentioned, the offensive conduct was 
flagrant, defiant and prolonged. It went on for 
weeks. And the courts in these cases were far 
above the police court.in status and dignity, al- 
though the police court should be as majestic 
as any. 

By compromising with this contempt, by sub- 
mitting to conduct from some lawyers who were 
known to be political accomplices of the Soviet 
enemy, Judge Medina established the fact that a 
Communist has special privilege. The plea that 
fair but severe treatment of these persons would 
have caused political reactions in Communist 
countries has no value. Our courts should treat 
all persons alike and these Communists and cer- 
tain other lawyers who are not shown to be Com- 
munists were shown special favor. 

Justice Jackson touched another sensitive 
point when he observed that the Appellate Courts 
are unable to protect a defendant against false 
or prejudicial evidence introduced by publicity. 
That is a danger that exists and grows day by 
‘day as the sinister secret power of a modernized 


klux asserts itself in whispered smears against 
Americans whose worst offense has been a re- 
fusal to bow down and worship at the shrine of 
Roosevelt. 

This undoubtedly is, in the minds of some, an 
abuse of our constitutional rights. The purpose 
of this prejudice plainly is to deny political and 
intellectual freedom and freedom of speech. The 
dissenter may dissent but only at the risk of in- 
justice in the courts due to prejudice deliberately 
foménted by heavily financed secret smears. This 
is not speculation. This is fact which is silently 
and secretly recognized but never mentioned, 
even in papers which profess to be utterly brave. 

It is a menace to the American standard and 
system of justice under law. The most innocent 
citizen may be cold-decked in advance of his 
trial by the circulation of a smear imputing to 
him by insinuation a sympathy with “Fascist” 
groups. 


Because I am convinced that Justice 
Jacksen knows this to be true and because it 
is a more imminent menace to justice than 
the rude antics of Communist lawyers and 
the cries ef pickets, I have to conclude that 
he isn’t yet ready to take up for the loyal 
American as distinguished from the accused 
Communist. ° 


After all, those Communists were flagrantly 
guilty as charged and the disorders which may 
have caused prejudice against them were of their 
own contrivance. If they suffered from it that 
is too bad but their own fault and not the fault 
of the press or public. 

But in the other category of cases the de- 
fendant is the victim of a plot to deny him a 
fair trial, Call him a “Fascist” and a “hate- 
monger,” raise the proposition that it were 
blasphemy to criticize Roosevelt or to examine 
the ghastly doom pronounced on Christian and 
Judean civilization at Yalta, and he goes into 
court with two strikes on him. | 

This is Hitler’s system of justice. This is the 
way to smear and destroy business rivals. This 
is the phase of trial by propaganda in the mob 
atmosphere that Justice Jackson should have had 
the civic courage to challenge.

Most of the Georgia volunteers for the Con- 
federate Army were mobilized and trained at 
camps near Griffin and a local printer named 
H. P. Hill not only made paper money for the 
Confederacy, but was a great source of the small 
war-time slogans and emblems which were used 
on stationery and are known to the stamp col- 
lector as “patriotics.” (“V” for Victory emblems 
and “Keep ’em Flying” signs were patriotics of 
World War II.) A Hill specialty was a picture 
of a cannon under a Confederate flag and the 
words of Capt. Francis S. Bartow who was killed 
at the first Battle of Bull Run: “They have killed 
me, boys, but never give up the fight.” 

“Patriotics,” however, are just a stamp col- 
lector’s sideline and Mr. Hubbell puts more em- 
phasis on the pursuit of Confederate “provision- 
als,” makeshift stamps which many Southern 
postmasters had run off by loca] printers while 
they were waiting for the Confederate Postmaster 
General, John Reagan, of Texas, to come through 
with an official stamp. One of these “provision- 
als,” a stamp which a Marion, Va., postmaster 
used temporarily, was recently sold by Mr. Hub- 
bell for $700. 

He has many others from New Orleans, Nash- 
ville, Baton Rouge and Fredericksburg, but he 
is convinced that in attic trunks and old bureaus 
throughout the South there is a fortune in old 
stamps. 

Some Confederate stamps, of course, don’t 
bring more than a couple of dollars—even at- 
tached to their envelopes. Rarity adds value 
and oddly enough, a woman’s whim is the sole 
reason one stamp bearing the picture of Jeffer- 
son Davis is valuable. A blue ten-cent stamp

So Postmaster Reagan went so far as 
to advertise in Northern papers for bids on mak- 
ing postage stamps for the Confederacy. He was 
negotiating with a firm in Baltimore when riot- 
ing broke out and some Northern soldiers were 
killed. It became apparent that the South 
couldn't do business with the North and a Rich- 
mond firm was commissioned to make the stamps. 

Early Confederate stamps Were crude be- 
cause of the scarcity of materials and good pa- 
per and the Confederate postmaster sent to Eng- 
land for better ones. 


When Mr. Hubbell comes to Atlanta on 
a stamp swapping, selling or acquiring expe- 
dition, there are 93 local collectors he always 
notifies. These include men from a variety 
of occupations. They sit around his hotel 
room and study his albums and the subtle 
business of swapping or buying begins. 


“I know what they are interested in,” grins 
Mr. Hubbell. “Takes time for stamp collectors 
to get together.” 

J. K, Knudsen, an Atlanta engineer, is one 
of the country’s best specialists on Confederate 
stamps, Mr. Hubbell] said. And Mr. Knudsen 


‘ knows from bitter experience that the woods 


hereabouts abound in stamp collectors. He wrote 
an article for The Constitution on stamps. 

“I got so many letters about it, cost me $20 
in stamps to answer ‘em all.” 

An official of Merrill Lynch, Fenner & Beane 
visited Mr. Hubbell the other day to talk stamps 
and ended up by purchasing a Confederate bond.

One of the deep fears of all human beings is loneliness, 
and those with busy lives and demands clamoring upon 
them all hours of the day, cannot realize how many of their 
office associates or neighbors suffer from their solitude. 


Churches, clubs, the various public-serving agencies like the 
YMCA or the YWCA constantly enlarge their programs and readjust 
them, but apparently even they are not always able to discover the 
needs of all the people who crave new friendships and activities. 


A recent article in the American Weekly Magazine on the need 
for recreation for people over 30. brought an admission from a 
youth leader here that the middle years are really the. neglected 
period, missing the provisions for the very young and the very old.

When is there time for a scalp massage, or a hot oil treat-

Combine vegetables 
which contrast in flavor, color, 
and texture. Reheat them in a 


small amount of butter, or blend 
vegetables into an herb flavored 
cream sauce or cheese sauce.

“Soil Butter Slashes Fat, 
A la Diet of Jack Spratt 


Editor’s Note: This is the fourth in the series on Summer Slimming. 


Square meals are notorious for making round waists 
,.. so for Summer slimming we'll simply trim off the fat 
corners and streamline the menu. It’s quite easy, once you 
take a stand against them and get the knack of routinely 
leaving off the fat trimmings and the aceessory carbo- 


hydrates. 


Take sandwiches for example. 
They are satisfying Summer 
fare and very popular. They 


may be safely included in a re- 
ducing menu provided the bread 
is sliced thin, and such fats as 
butter, margarine and mayon- 
naise used very sparingly, if at 
all. One trick is to have the 
butter soft ... it spreads 
farther and thinner. Using mus- 
tard instead of mayonnaise is a 
calorie saving. Eggs devilled 
with a bit of mustard and sea- 
soning are delicious and low in 
calories. 

Trimmings and calories can 
be deleted all through the menu. 
Sauces are not needed on vege- 
tables in Summer, for fuel any- 
way. And since seasonal vege- 
tables are flavorful; when they 
are cooked quickly in a small 
amount of water, they do not 
need the addition of butter or a 
sauce. ” 

When in doubt as to whether 
or not a food is high in fuel 
calories, answer this question: 
Is it greasy, and does it taste 
oily? If it does, then the cal- 
ories are solidly packed. per 
ounce... and very warm for 
July. The rule is to go light 
on all fats . . . mayonnaise and 
salad oils, table fats, cream and 
whipped cream, and avoid the 
fat of meat and gravy... and 
cut calories fast. It makes it a 
pleasure to delete these when 
you know you are slashing cal- 
ories two and a fourth times as 
fast as you could be leaving off 
any other food nutrient.’ 

When a food tastes very 
sweet, there is good reason to 
suspect its calorie content. 
There are tricks te use in 
sweetening cold beverages... 
add the sugar while the tea or 
coffee is hot, less sweetening 
is required. Also it is a good 
plan when sweetening is add- 
ed to berries te do so right 
after they have been washed, 
then allow them te stay in the 
refrigerator for a couple ef 
hours. They taste delicious in 
their own juice and ne cream 
need be added. 

Saccharine or the new sweet- 
ening product called Sucaryl 
can be used in place of sugar. 
Both are synthetic, noncalorie 
sweeteners. In using a sweeten- 
er of this kind for cold bever- 
ages, it should first be dissolved 
in, the hot liquid. For sweeten- 
ing fruits, the tablets can be 
crushed and sprinkled on. Su- 
caryl has been approved by the 
Pure Food and Drug law and is 
now available at drugstores, It 
is heat stable and can be used in 
cooking. 

Just watch the trimmings in 
Summer fare, and you can dine 
well on surprisingly low calorie 
menus,

Food Supply 


Is Described 
As Plentiful 


“There is a plentiful supply of 


food in this country, and food 
production .is well ahead of 
what it was at the start of 
World War II, Moreover, pro- 
duction can be substantially in- 
creased as the need arises,” said 
Paul S. Willis, president, Gro- 
cery Manufacturers of America. 

“The world food situation 
also is much improved so that 
foreign. countries are far less 
dependent upon us for sup- 
plies, 

“Prior to the Korean situa- 
tion, our problem was one of 
what to do with surplus foods. 
These surpluses still exist and 
the only difference is that now 
the government will probably 
tonvert them into stock piles. 

“We see no cause for alarm 
unless the American people be- 
come panicky and start hoard- 
ing foods, which creates scarci- 
ties and runaway prices. They 
will have only themselves to 
blame if this happens. 

“There have been price in- 
creases on some of the more 
highly fluctuating food prod- 
ucts, but we must remember 
that these represent only ‘a 
small portion of the more than 
3,000 items in the grocery store 
from which Mrs. Smith fills 
her grocery basket. 

“If we continue buying on a 
normal basis, prices in general 
should remain pretty much at 
pr gent levels. The important 
thing is for the American peo- 
ple to know that there is no 
cause for alarm, and with this 
assurance we can count on 
them to co-operate.”

“A doctor who overcharges re- 
flects upon the whole medical 
group... If the public had an av- 
enue of approach, I believe it 
could do a lot of good.” 

Dr. Daniel pointed out that the 
American Medical Association! 
Board of Trustees had recom-| 
mended that local societies form) 
grievance committees. 

Dr. Stephen H. Brown, Past. 
President of the Society, also in-| 
dorsed the Committee, and poin:- | 
ed out: 

“We are trying to do a public 
relations job... believe a griev-' 
ance committee would be an aid 
to the public, and I think it might 
forestall some malpractice law 
suits.” 

Opponents of the plan argued 
that doctors “have enough trouble 
already without receiving com-' 
plaints from patients.” 

One doctor declared: 

“The public is anxious to have 
something for nothing. It's none of 
the committee's business what I 
charge. I don’t believe a grievance 
committee will serve any useful
